wholesale murder of foreigners. 


Rosalind and Mary Land, 13 and 
G 


years old, reppee.tively, children of a 
farmer who lives near the city limits, 
went to a Christmas entertainment in 
Ilaughvllle last 
evening 
Mr. Land 


had agreed to call for them and take 
them home. 


When the entertainment closed the 


parents of the children were not there, 
and the little girls walked home, but 
found no one there. Mr. Land and his 
wife had come to thu city tu do some 
shopping, and had not reached the hal> 
until the children had 
left. Finding 


the house dark, the children went lo 
the hume of H relative, where 
they 


spent the night. 


When the parents did not find the 


girls at home they sounded the alarm 
and several persons started 
out 
to 


learrh for them. They had been seen 
in the suburbs near the homes of some 
Hungarians, and when they could not 
be found, the citizens concluded they

kidnapped.

Reports were started that the girls

the houses they entered.

They were thrown out of their houses 


by the mob and a search of the places 
made.

reached the scene, but the mob was so 
positive that the children 
had

kidnapped that It could not

strained. 
Women urged on the men 


and showed resistance when the police 
tried to reason with the crowd. 


The father of the missing girls was 


leading the search, and tried lo pre- 
vent injury to the foreigners, but the 
mob 
could 
not 
be restrained, 
and 


stones, clubs and other missiles were 
hurled at the fleeing Hungarians, and 
their windows broken and 
furniture 


destroyed. 


The resistance of Goecki and Murach 


seemed to Inflame the crowd more than 
anything else, 
and 
when 
the 
two 


wounded men were carried to a place 
of shelter they were sought out again 
and beaten. Other foreigners were at- 
tacked and beaten, and then the whole 
foreign colony abandoned their homes 
and fled to the country. 


While the fury of the mob waa at Its 


height, word came that the two chil- 
dren were with relatives, and the mob 
dispersed.

THE TEXTIT.K SC'linOT, APPROPRIATION'. 


When the time comes for framlne the usual bill to lie Introducer! In the 


state legislature 
for an appropriation in favi.r of the Lowell Textile school 


we trust that some of our local representatives will be around and take- n 
hand In the drafting of the bill. They should s,-e to It that no such condi- 
tions will be attached as in the past, whereby the 
state 
appropriation Is 


contingent upon nn appropriation from the city of Lowell. I'nless we mis- 
take the sentiments of the people and their representatives In the incom- 
ing city government. It will bi- very difficult if not impossible to get another 
cent from the city 
of Lowell for tin; Lowell Textile school. We certainly 


should not contribute further until the local mill 
corporations 
pay 
their 


share. They are the main beneficiaries of this Institution nnd they should 
bear a fair share of the expense. Our appropriation for 
education Is now 


sufficiently large to be a burden, and we doubt 
If our citizens 
would ap- 


prove of anything like u continuous appropriation for the benefit of n school 
that has thus far been of very little assistance to the city of Lowell. It 
is in reality a state institution, a technical school for 
the benefit of textile 


manufacturers and students who want special 
training. That 
being so. 


the 
manufacturing corporations and the stale should support It. 


There are many things about the inanaKcment of 
the Textile 
school 


that will have to be changed before It will acquire the popularity we once 
thought It would enjoy. The discrimination asainst evening school 
pupils 


•who are not accorded diplomas no matter how 
proficient 
they may 
be, 


should be remedied. The tendency on the part of the management to keep 
their methods as much as possible under cover Is not winning public, favor. 
There should be no secrecy about the management 
or conduct of such an 


institution. If It were maintained by the corporations alone they might run 
it as they saw nt, but posing as n public Institution and looking to the 
city and state for financial support the directors will 
have to comply with 


a great many conditions before they can touch 
the public purse 
lit their 


pleasure. 


STRKKT CAR Ain'KRTIPBMENTS. 


It has often seemed to us that the indiscriminate advertisements which 


appear in street cars, particularly those in the larger citie:--. arc not exactly 
the thing from an artistic or moral standpoint. 
The cars are 
patronized 


very largely by women and children, and we oftentimes sec advertisements 
which are decidedly obnoxious placed before the eyes of those who should 
he Invited to read something quite different. Some of the illustrations might 
well come under the law regulating Ihe hanging 
of 
obscene 
bill 
posters. 


Then there are various kinds of whiskies, ales and beers a.lvertl.-'cd In the 
cars to an extent that would give one the impression that the street ear pat- 
rons are considered by the general advertiser as a very hoozy crowd. 
When 


street railway companies sell the privilege of placing advertising placards 
In their cars, it would be well to stipulate that su.-h advertisements sh ill be 
subject to the approval of some official of the road who would have time to 
Inspect them, and by this means avoid turning the cars to a very Improper 
use.

The street cars sometimes lake on a frightful ap- 
pearance with all the stuff that Is pnslcd about the Interiors. They are not 
na Inviting ns the cars of the steam railroad where nothing of tho i-nrt In per- 
mitted. The cards are dirt catchers and dirt spreaders and they arc seldom 
edifying or Instructive. For that matter we have doubts whether ihey are 
of much value as an advertising medium. It would he a good Idea If the. 
railroad company should decide to pull them out altogether before 
Ihe
